The decision of the Cabinet to re- 
main in office is accredited to the in- 
fluence of Aristide Briand, Minister 
of Justice, who strongly opposed such 
a step at a moment when, as he put 
it, the external. situation critical 
and when France should observe a 
strong foreign policy. 

CABINET REORGANIZED. 


M. Millerand’s resignation was ac- 
cepted and the Cabinet reorganized 
this afternoon. 

In an interview later, M. Millerand 
said that if he had to begin all over 
again he would do precisely the same 
thing. He vigorously refuted insinu- 
ations that the incident was con- 
nected in any way with the Presiden- 
tial election. 

The opinion seems to prevail in 
some political circles that the resig- 
nation of M. Millerand may lessen 
M. Poincare’s chances of victory at 
the Versailles congress whidh will 
name the President on January 17. 

A semi-official note issued tonight 
says: “Although Premier Poincare 
again insisted upon the necessity of 
withdrawing with the War Minister, 
every member of the ministry op- 
posed such an act. They united in the 
deciaration that in view of the grave 
political situation it was the impera- 
tive duty of the Premier to remain 


in a post in which he possessed the 
confidence of the Qarliament and the 
country.”

He was praying for 
His disciples, and while He prayed 
for them in such terrible agony they 
were 80 asleep. Jesus says in 
amazement, ‘What, «ould ye not 
watch with me one hour?’ It is one 
of the strange contradictions of hu- 
man nature that earnest men and 
women must pray in profound agqny 
for those who are entirely indiffer- 
ent. The careless and indiffere tnare 
saved by the heart agony of the 
earnest. ° 

“Jesus also was praying for a lost 
world. This is a lost world. Jesus 
realized it. The soul of Jesus was 
‘nm agony because of the sins of men.

“What must a religion be In order 
to be a true religion?” asked Dean 
MacCormack of his cengregation at 
St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral yesterday 
morning, and answering his question, 
the dean found that: " 

“We don’t think nearly as 
about t 
as We olght to do. We are so busy 
tuying to be religious that we neglect 
to give the propers consideration to 
the vital and essential principles up- 
on which all our conduct in the King- 
dom of God is 

“When we ask question what is 
true religion, our thoughts raturally 
recur to that famous definition of St. 
James. True religion and undefiled 
before God and the fatherless ts this: 
to visit the fatheriess and widows in 
their affliction and to keep ‘himself 
unspotted from the worfl. But the 
creator of this definition - evicently 
thinks far more of what the truly re- 
ligious man does. Man of the vital 
force that is the dynamic of his con- 
duct to the world. Now the prophet 
Isaiah in the Scripture that has just 
been read presents religion from the 
other standpoint. He proposes to dis- 
cuss the question, what must 4 re- 
ligion be to be.a true religion, aud in 
this connection he places thé .em- 
phasis on four fundamental points:

read: “The Governor, Syperintendent of 
Public Instruction, the president of the 
University of California, and the professor 
of pedagogy therein, and the principals of 
the State Normal schools shall constitute 
the 8 Board of Education.” 

The of the late amendment are: 
“The Legislature shall provide for the ap- 
pointment or election of a State Board of 
Education.” 

The Attorney-General, q from and 
indorsing a decision of Supreme Court 
of Indiana, holds that “An amendment to 
the constitution repeals existing laws in 
conflict therewith.” He holds that 

“the Legislature may, acting under 
mandate of this late amendment, pro- 
vide that certain officers shall be ex 
officio members of the board, but it 
cannot declafe that the entire board 
shall be so composed and thus prevent 
either the appointment or election of 
at least a majority of the members. 
Acting within the terms of this amend- 
ment it becomes mandatory upon the 
Legislature to provide for either the 
appointment or election of a new 


board. 
“Accepting the general rule that a 


Board of Education went out of exist- 
ence apd, until the Legislature com- 
plies with the mandate contained in 
the amendment by providing for the 
election or appointment of a new 
board, there is no State Board of Edu- 
cation.” 

There being no‘State Board of Education 
there is no power anywhere to authorize 
the State Printer to print any text-books 
except those which were ordered by the 
State Text-Book Committee or the State 
Board of Education prior to November 5, 
1912. 
have been printed, the question next arises, 
what shall be done with them after they 
are printed? The law in operation prior to 


November 5, 1912, provided for their sale. 


for cash. That is abrogated by the consti- 
tutional amendment of November 5, 1912, 
which provides for’ the free distribution of 
the books “under such conditions as the 
Legislature shall prescribe.” 

It is for the Legislature now in session 
to provide for either the appointment or 
election of a new Board of Education aid 
to prescribe the conditions and machinery 
of free distribution. A bill for this purpose 
has been drawn. 

But as any act which the Legislature 
might pass would be subject to the refer- 
endum provisions of the constitution it 
could not become effective before August 
next. The present muddle, unless reme- 
died, may deprive the pupils of their books 
for the spring term. But as the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction is made the 
custodian of the bocks, and tRe constitu- 
tion provides that the pupils shall receive 
theirs free of charge, and Settion 1532 of 
the Political Code makes it the Superin- 
tendent’s duty to superintend the schools 
of the State, it follows, as suggested by 
Atty.Gen. Webb, that from this express 
power there comes the implied power to 
determine what books under his control 


are necessary for the various schools of 
the State, and in what manner and in what 
number such books should be distributed. 
Until the Legislature makes other provi- 
sions for the distribution of the books now 


whict would be vested in the State Board 
of Education, if there were any State Board 
of Education, have, under Section 1532 of 
the Political Code, so far as books already 
printed are concerned, flown for shelter to 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
For the sake of the pupils it is to be hoped 
that the Superintendent will accept this 
view, and distribute the books free, and 
take the chances of being accused of mis- 
feasance in office, and pernicious activity, 
and being a satrap of special privdlege and 
big business and a lot of other things.

tes, uncut diamonds, undressed furs, guano, 
india rubber, lithographic stones, needles, 
rets, oils, petroleum, kerosene, ores, phos- 
phates, crude potash, statuary, sausages, 
hemp, shellfish, unground spices, stone, 
sand, sulphur, tin, turpentine and many 
other articles, 236 in all. Many of these 
articles in general use, such as coffee, tea 
and rubber, are not produced in the United 
States,!others are produced, but it is not 
deemed essential’ that they should be pro- 
tected. To place a reasonable duty on 
everything would add many millions to the 
revenue. 

If revenue only is the object then the 
free list should be abolished.

Although the slow process of mu- 
nicipel machivery ts grinding on the 
eubject of bettering sanitary condi- 
tions at the city’s outfall sewer at 
Hyperion, tt now appears probabie 
that ‘the State will take hold of the 


here. 

Under the direction of the State 
Board of Health bills are to be intro- 
@uced in both Houses prohibiting the 
pollution of salt water within certein 
limits from shore lines by the dis- 
charge of any sewage by municipali- 
ties or “private concerns. The pro- 
posed legisiation is said to be aimed 
directly at Los Angeles and San Jose. 

Several months ago property \ 
ers along the Ganta Monica Bay 
peaches sent protests to the County 

pervisors in regard to conditions 
Docailing at the city’s outfall sewer 
at Hyperion. and asked for relief. 
This subject was referred to County 
Health Officer Sawver. At the same 
time similar compleints were made 
to the State Board of Health, and its 
secretary, Dr. William F. Snow, in 
company with Dr. Sawyer and City 
Health Commissioner Powers, visited 
outfall and inepected conditions. 
Bach of these officials condemned the 


Then followed notification from the 


Council that the nuisance of diecharg- 
ing sewage so close to the shore line 
that the undissolved matter is washed 
upon the beach must be abated. 
Health Commissioner Powers also 
sent to the Council a similar recom- 
mendation. 

The subject then went to the Board 
of Public Works, and in turn was sent 
to the City Engineer's office. There 
it Wes, having been given more or less 
consideration, bat no decision as to 
action hae been reached. A report to 
the Board of Public Works may be 
hastened by the knowledge that State
